The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Applicants 
arguments submitted January 16, 2004 have been considered and found to be 
persuasive as to the showing of unexpected results in an oil having 1-6.3% by weight of 
cobalt salt, essentially as claimed. In addition, while it is generally known to use cobalt 
salts such as cobalt naphthenate as an adhesion promotor, there is no teaching or 
suggestion in the prior art to use 1 to 53% by weight cobalt naphthenate in a naphthenic 
oil wherein from 0.002 to 0.7 grams of cobalt per kilogram of steel in the metallic cord is 
deposited to the cord. Accordingly, the prior art of record does not teach or suggest a 
method of treating a metallic cord essentially as claimed, wherein a metallic cord is 
contacted with a naphthenic oil containing 1 to 6.3% by weight of a soluble cobalt salt 
and depositing to the cord from 0.002 to 0.15 grams of cobalt per kilogram of steel of 
the metallic cord or a method of treating a metallic cord wherein a metallic cord is

contacted with naphthenic oil containing from 1 to 53% by weight of cobalt naphthenate 
and depositing to the cord from 0.002 to 0.7 grams of cobalt per kilogram of steel in the 
metallic cord.
